Down through the apes the law 


of God has always been available 
but there hnve been few who dis- 
cerned enough of the truth to dem- 
onstrate it in human experience. 
Occasionally at various periods in 
history there have appeared great 
prophet"?

seers — Abraham, 


MOH"S. EHj »h, Ellsha, Isaiah, and 
others. 
These men approximated

sufficiently to uplift the 


thought of their people, and by 
prnelienl proof demonstrate to an 
almost always doubting thought, 
an available God. Confucius, Soc- 
rates, nnd Plato also represent 
periods when men were reaching 
out for a clearer concept of God 
through philosophy, but 'he actual 
Science or law of being, the rela- 
tion of God to man, they but dimly 
discerned. 


JESUS OF NAZARETH . 


This remained to be exemplified in 


the life of Jesus of Nazareth. The 
son of a virgin, he came in ful- 
fillment of tbe age-old promise to 
save his people from their sins. Ho 
therefore wa-s knbwn as tbe Sav- 
Inur or Way-shower. This way was 
a seientiiic one. being based on 
exact understanding of God and 
His law.

Christian Scientists regard Christ 
Jesus as the highest example of 
spiritual living the world has ever 
known. 
They rtvere and honor

self-abnegation and righteousness. 


Obviously the healings of the 


Brent Teacher indicated the exist- 
ence and operation \>f some divine 
power. 
They indicated not igno- 


rance but intelligence—that Jesus 
possessed accurate and scientific 


i knowledge of God. If the position 
be taJven that Christ Jesus was a 
wonder-worker 
who 
by 
some 


supernatural power and for some 
mysterious purpose set aside the 
rule or law of being, the whole 
mission Of the Savior falls to the 
arouml—iiideert he could Tto Innser 


to be viewed as a sporadic contra- 
vention of law his value as a re- 
deemer is forever lost. His life and 
works would hold no meaning 6r 
promise for us. We would be with- 
out hope to-day. 
But Jtatis was 


no violator of law. 
He tvas truly 


the Saviour, his whole life being 
devoted to carrying out the pur- 
pose and plan of man's salvation. 
This purpose of Christ Jesus was 
tho fulfillment of God's tv'ill. 
In- 


deed he came as he, himself, de- 
clared, not td do "mine own will, 
but the \vill of thfe Father which 
hath sent mo.",',^ 1% catne, as tha 
Bible says, tha.i'&e'saiah, to seek 
kiitl save that which was lost. 


In fulfilling His mission as a sav- 


ior and redeemer, Jesus recognized 
thot the only -way to save those 
who were lost would be a practical 
one which he demonstrated in henl- 
!r,« the sicjc nnd the suffering, rais- 
ing tho dead, and delivering men 
from sin. He said, "Ye shall know 
the truth, and the truth shall make 
you free."_ Truth Is tho same'*in 
every age,"through all eternity, and 
we declare that tho same truth 
which Jesus knew and which en- 
abled him to heal the sick and cast 
out devils, is th6 understanding of 
God and man whidi to-day is made 
avallablb In Christian Science, and 
which Mrs. Eddy dlseo'ycred in her 
BLUdy ol uio Jbiuiu and liio iue oi 
Jesus, 


GOD 


This brings us to a discussion of 


God as understood in,Chrlstian Sci- 
ence. In fact all consideration 6f 
Christ inn Science must neces.'wirlly 
be predicated on a correct concept 
of Deity. Biit perhrtps at this point 
someone may say, "But I do hot 
bellflvo in God. What Christjart 
Scldftco teaches rtegaftllhg Odd dofes 
not Interest me. I am an agnostic 
or an atheist." I. know you will 


pardon me if I venture to suggest 
that what you no doubt mean is 
that you do not believe in the thon- 
sand or more differing beliefs and 
c'onfusihg 
statements 
regarding 


GOJ in which mankind has for cen- 
turies involved itself. 
All these 


you may reasonably question, and 
in presenting the concept ot Cofl as 
understood in Christian Science, I 
do so with the knowledge that you 
will accept it only so far as it ac- 
cords with clear and logical rea- 
soning. Christian Science does not 
ask you to believe In God. It asks 
you to know or understand Him. 
Christian Science asks you to ac- 
cept nothing on the basis of belief 
or faith. AVe only ask that you will 
think. 


You do not deny that you are 


conscious; that you are conscious 
that you exist; that for the present 
you e::ist in this church and that 
something in the nature of intelli- 
gence brought you here. You are 
living, a living entity, and some- 
thing makes you live a: d makes 
you think. 
You know that you 


think, that you have the power to 
think. Here we aie, a great group 
of living, thinking. TO.-ing beings, 
and as our thought reaches out wo 
realize that outside this church, in 
this city, in this country, yes. in all 
parts of the earth, there are bil- 
lions more like ouihelves. all living. 
thinking, moving-, intelligent enti- 
tits. XVhat does it proclaim? AVhat 
does it indicate? "U'e exist, we are 
conscious of existence and con- 
scious also that borne force has 
brought us into being. Did we cre- 
ate or evolve ourselves? Can any 
i ne or all of us claim the distinc- 
tion of being the origin or creator 
of-all. or even a part, of conscious 
being? Reason enables us to rec- 
ognize that all that we behold, even 
in a human way. certainly an im- 
measurable effect, can only pro- 
ceed from a self-existent, self-per- 
petuating, and immeasurable cause, 
and leads us then logically to admit 
conscious existence, conscious in- 
telligence and life infinitely mani- 
fested, and back o£ it all one in- 
finite, intelligent cause which we in 
Christian Science reverently call 
God. 


In line Tulh such thinking. Mrs. 


Eddy states in .Science and Health, 
on page 2G7, "God is one. The ali- 
noec.- of 
IJeitv is His 
oneness." 


C'hriFti^r, S'cir>nri :s monotheistic 
in the very highest sense. 
It de- 


clares that God is not only one but 
-All and all-inclu&ive, a conclusion 
which follows logically if the one 
sublrme cause is infinite. 


Christian Science demands a cor-

Dear Geraldine: 


Alabama's contribution of No- 


vember 5 is conspicuous for its 
cheerful, sane, thought-provok- 
ing sentiments in regard to chil- 
dren and their teachers. 


Anything; that concerns the 


"training' of children is of para- 
mount interest in my life. As 
an ex-teacher and as a mother, 
I have read with varying emo- 
tions all the recent criticisms 
printed on this page. Some of 
the letters have aroused my ire 
and I had to put my typewriter 
under lock and key until I 
cooled off,' else I might have 
written a scorching, 
scathing 


communication 
which 
would 


have helped no one, least of all 
myself. 
"We have to remember 
that criticism, to be worth any- 
thing, must 
be constructive. 


"Knocking" teachers and schools 
and methods is of no avail un- 
less we can suggest improve- 
ment. 


My own experience and ob- 


servation may help some mother. 
Children reflect, or echo faith- 
fully, the mental attitude of 
their parents.

Christmas 
pieces 


about 1830. Many of the subject*- 
were Biblical in character. 
The 


Christmas card proper, however, 
had its origin in 1816. Joseph 
Cundall. a London artist, lays 
claim to being the publisher of the 
first one. In speaking of it, he 
says: "The first Christmas card 
was issued by me in the year 1846. 
The clr.iKin^r was made by J. C. 
Horslcy. 
It 
was 
printed 
In 


lithography by >Ir. Jobbins of 
Jfolborn and colored by hand. 
About a thousand copies were sold. 
It was about the size of a lady's 
card."

time until the present day the 
number of Christmas cards sent 
has increased every jear.
